The original patent is believed to be partly inoperative or invalid because 
the last clause of claim 1 incorrectly states that the reversing positions are at the 
ends of the slot, and that the side positions are closer to the center of the slot. In 
actuality, the reversing positions are close to the center of the slot and the side 
positions are at the end of the slot, as explained in col. 4, lines 60-62 of the 
original specification.
